The INDIAN-ESKIMO ASSOCIATION of ALBERTA is launch- 
ing into the greatest Centennial Project yet to be proposed for this 
Province—a program to promote better understanding among the 
Indian, Eskimo, Metis and non-native people of Canada. 

This vast Province with its natural resources of forests, minerals, 
oil and fur must have social and economical unity among its 
citizens. Sincere understanding between the native and non-native 
will help to tie Alberta with its wealth of natural resources into a 
body of working men capable of assisting each other in higher social 
and economic achievements. A common foundation can be attained 
that will assure our children of tomorrow an equality of educational 
rights, job opportunities and freedom of choice. 

To help to make this possible, the Indian-Eskimo Association 
of Alberta is prepared to give its utmost in time and effort. It is 
recognized that many problems of our native people stem from the 
fact that they have not had a sufficient voice in their own adminis-— 
tration; and the purpose of the Indian-Eskimo Association is to 
provide a platform to enable the native people of Alberta to meet 
with government and agency people and citizens of the province 
to present their problems so that solutions may be brought about. 
Provincial meetings will be held this year on Education, Housing, A 
Job Opportunities and Friendship Centres. Native people who would 
otherwise be unable to attend these meetings, will be financially 
assisted by the Indian-Eskimo Association.

Brisk winds and a driving rain storm failed to dampen the 
enthusiasm of the people of St. Paul June 3rd as they officially 
opened their flying saucer landing pad, one of more than one 
hundred Centennial projects undertaken by the community of 
thirty-six hundred people one hundred miles northeast of Edmonton. 

Heavy cloud and showers that started early in the morning and 
turned to a thunderstorm fifteen minutes after the ceremonies 
started, had the dignitaries and guests scurrying for cover, and 
delayed the ceremonies for more than an hour. 

The landing pad was officially opened by Canada’s Minister of 
National Defence, the Honourable Paul Hellyer, who said, ‘’The pad 
will stand as a monument to the imaginative people of St. Paul, 
Canada’s Centennial City’’. 

The defence minister said, ‘“‘Your boundless enthusiasm has 
established a level of participation in Centennial celebrations that | 
hope communities all across Canada will try to attain’’. 

Mr. Gilles Bergeron, Associate Commissioner of the Centennial 
Commission in Ottawa unveiled a map of Canada which was made 
by inserting native stones of each province in the concrete rear 
wall of the pad. 

Mr. Bergeron noted that there are many tremendous Centennial 
projects under way across the country, but that the saucer landing 
pad is one of the most imaginative. 

“What the citizens of St. Paul have done for Canada is paying

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Judy LaMarsh To Visit 
Alpine Expedition Camp 


The Secretary of State, the Honourable Judy LaMarsh, will visit 
the General Centennial Camp of the Yukon Alpine Centennial Ex- 
pedition on July 19. Miss LaMarsh will pay a one-day visit to the 
more than one hundred climbers, staying at the camp, and will fly 
over the Centennial Range in the St. Elias Mountains, where 52 top 
Canadian mountaineers will attempt to reach the summits of thirteen 
peaks, the highest of which will be named Centennial Peak; the 
other twelve peaks will be named after the Provinces and Territories. 


The Yukon Alpine Centennial Expedition is supported financially 
by the Centennial Commission, the Fitness and Amateur Sports 
Directorate of the Department of National Health and Welfare, the 
Yukon Territorial Government, the Provinces of British Columbia, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, Ontario, Quebec, Newfoundland, and the 
Government of the Northwest Territories. The mountaineers par- 
ticipating in the Expedition, will pay their own way to the staging 
area at Kluane Lake, and will pay a fee to help meet the almost one 
quarter million dollar cost of the Expedition. 

The first phase of the Yukon Alpine Centennial Expedition, the 
scaling of the mountain to be named Good Neighbour Peak, 15,700 
ft., on the border between the Yukon and Alaska, got under way 
on June 19, with four mountaineers from Canada and four from 
the United States joining forces to make this first ascent to cele- 
brate the centenaries of the Confederation of Canada, and the pur- 
chase of the State of Alaska by the United States. 

One of the most exciting and ambitious Centennial projects, 
the Yukon Alpine Centennial Expedition, which started on June 19, 
with the Good Neighbour Peak Climb, will terminate on August 14, 
when the last group of climbers will leave the General Centennial 
Camp. e

off through publicity abroad that will increase in the future’, he 
said. 

The saucer landing pad is forty feet in diameter and stands atop 
a concrete pillar ten feet off the ground, and comes complete with 
electronic sounds for attracting flying saucers which can be acti- 
vated by depositing twenty-five cents. The proceeds go to retarded 
children. 


Also in attendance for the opening ceremonies were costumed 
Martians and contestants in a Martian hair-do contest and even 
Martian cattle in the form of a purple cow. Indian dancers from 
Saddle Lake danced a dance of friendship for the people from outer 
space. 

During the official luncheon, Mr. Hellyer took a more serious 
view on the subject of unidentified flying objects by outlining the 
involvement of the National Research Council and defence depart- 
ments of both Canada and the United States in investigating UFO 
sightings. He said most reports are a result of natural phenomena, 
however not all sightings have been proven so. The minister 
theorized that if there is life on other planets, their technology in 
space travel may be at about the same stage of development as our 
own and in fact, current ventures into space from our planet might 
be considered as unidentified flying objects to other planets. 

Following the luncheon Mr. Hellyer dedicated streets in St. 
Paul in honour of Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Prime Minister Lester 
Pearson. A total of fourteen streets in the community are to be 
renamed to honour Canada’s past prime ministers for Centennial 
year. Ld

The Club’s ‘’kitchen’’ band was 
revived for the occasion. The ladies’ husbands and some of the 
guests were caught up in the spirit of the ‘‘good old days’’, and 
fancy vests and ties were the order of the day. 

February brought Shrove Tuesday and the gentlemen members 
of the Centennial Committee did a fine job of frying pancakes and 
sausages for supper. A good number of families took advantage of 
the event to enjoy an evening out. 

In March the ladies of the Moravian Church burst forth in 
beautiful 1867 finery to host a Centennial Tea and Bake Sale. The 
patrons could easily slip back in time as the ladies gracefully served 
the tea tables. 

Ladies and their gallant gentlemen waltzed to an old-time 
orchestra in April at a Centennial Ball sponsored by the Community 
Centre Board. A buffet supper was served at midnight. 

In May, 152 individuals received their Canadian Citizenship 
certificates in an impressive ceremony. Twenty-two entire families 
received certificates and in two instances, three generations. One 
gentlemen who in 1897 was included with his father’s Naturaliza- 
tion now has tangible evidence that he is truly Canadian. Judge 
Allen of the Court of Canadian Citizenship in Northern Alberta 
presided assisted by G. W. Humphries, Clerk of the Court. 

The students of Walker School, grades one to eight, witnessed a 
long-to-be remembered event on May 19th when Mayor R. Christie 
planted the Centennial Tree. M. Stewart, principal, introduced Rev. 
E. Schulze who spoke briefly of the many things we Canadians 
have to be thankful for. It is right that a tree be planted as a 
symbol of the continued growth of our Nation, he stated. The 
children joined in the Lord’s Prayer. The teachers presented their 
class members with medallions. 

These are just six of the events planned by the various 
groups. Celebrations will last as long as 1967.

Alberta Women’s Institutes salute Canada’s Centennial year 
with a host of projects that tell many stories of ingenuity, of purpose 
and of dedication, that portray the spirit of the membership and 
underlie the significance of the celebration. 


The largest AWI project was the $1000.00 Social Work 
Scholarship to which most branches contributed and which went 
over the top before the dawning of this historic year. Three AWI 
sponsored Centennial Competions are: Make Alberta Lovelier and 
Safer for Living—specifications and prizes given by Mr. and Mrs. 
George Wilson of Drumheller; the Vera Macdonald Handicraft Com- 
petition in Drawn Work; and the painting inspired by Canada’s 
Centennial. 

The FWIC Centennial Project of ‘Making Canada Lovelier’ had 
its origin with the Convener of Agriculture, Mrs. H. Simoson of the 
Angus Ridge WI. Not only did Angus Ridge toss out the chal- 
lenge, they also accepted it. In June 1966, the Angus Ridge Com- 
munity Hall which has stood as a landmark in that prosperous 
farming community since 1927 received a face lifting and general 
beauty treatment at the hands of about 50 people of the district. 
Men and women, young and old, trucks and tractors, electric saws 
and hand tools, made short work of tangled underbrush and dead 
trees. A pot-luck dinner at noon turned out to be a real smorgasbord 
and provided an hour of fellowship, and in the afternoon the re- 
maining brush was cleared, ground was raked, and broken glass and 
bottles removed. Spruce trees and lilacs were planted, and by three 
in the afternoon the work was done and the laborers retired to the 
hall for coffee. Later picnic tables were placed in the clearing, low 
places in the ground were filled to make the community centre not 
only more beautiful but also more useful. A new entrance, and other 
building improvements gave the Angus Ridge Community Hall a 
brand new look for Canada’s birthday. 


It could be said that the activity and co-operation demonstrated 
at Angus Ridge could be duplicated many times in many places 
throughcut Alberta. ST. ALBERT landscaped their Community 
League Hall grounds; LAC LA BICHE had a clean-up week declared, 
planted trees at the park, in the school grounds, and along the lake; 
HUGHENDEN sought and received the co-operation of the municipal 
government and the Dept. of Highways regarding clean-up of road 
allowances, and the town council regarding garbage disposal areas. 
Both of these requests effected vast improvements. LESLIEVILLE 
planted a lawn and trees on their town lot; ARGYLE improved their 
Library grounds and entered a float in the parade carrying a sign, 
‘Help the W! to Make Alberta Lovelier’; QUEENSTOWN planted 25 
lilac shrubs in the park at Lake McGregor; and LADY TWEEDSMUIR 
planted trees at Wizard Lake park; WOODDALE will assist with up- 
keep of Paskapoo Park; KNEEHILL VALLEY planted shrubs and 
flowers at Crossroads, and KANATA painted their Community 
Centre, and each member set down plans to improve their respective 
farmsteads: INNISFREE planted trees as their beautification project. 
Gate signs and name plates on an organized branch basis were put 
up by ANGUS RIDGE, MALMO, LEWOOD, RAY LAKE and NIGHT- 
INGALE, and many branches encouraged this individual 
member basis.

A few of the branches report having restored something of 
historic value. COBURN restored an old school bell, RIDGEWOOD 
erected a Cairn marking an old church and graves of pioneers. 
ECHO HILL chose as its project the restoration of the Vermilion 
Springs School as it looked in 1907 when it was built. It was the 
enly original country school left in that area, on its original site. 
POPLAR RIDGE purchased old Poplar Ridge School and turned it 
into a Community Centre, and located the original school bell, and 
plan to return it to the bell tower. 

Besides carrying projects of their own, most branches became 
actively involved in their community centennial projects, contributing

financially, serving on boards and committees or providing the ideas. 
PEACE RIVER WI submitted the idea of a museum to their town 
council, and this was accepted. ROSEGARLAND made a contribu- 
tion toward their museum, and STRAWBERRY PLAINS co-operated 
with their community in building a hall for Scouts and Cubs. CAM- 
ROSE is participating in their city’s centennial program, and INNIS- 
FREE chose to improve their curling rink kitchen. WORSELEY and 
BLACKFALDS are working on their village playgrounds and VET- 
ERAN is aiding their Centennial Park. VERMILION placed a bench 
outside their Post Office, so elderly people can have a rest before 
they start back home, and BOWDEN is raising funds for their Cen- 
tennial Library and Museum. MIRROR is renovating their Com- 
munity Hall, and LANGOON will install a furnace in their hall. 
PRINCESS ANNE and RAY LAKE are working on their Community 
halls, while PINE CONE is assisting with the Centennial Arena. 

KINSELLA, COBURN and SPRINGVALE have purchased flags 
and flag poles for their respective communities, depicting pride, 
loyalty and good citizenship. GRIMSHAW and WANDERING RIVER 
have the establishment of libraries as their main effort and SALTAUX 
and FIVE POINT have presented a complete set of World Ency- 
clopedia to their local library. 

A good number of cemeteries in Alberta are carefully tended 
by local branches. Old and neglected cemeteries became the cen- 
tennial projects of several Institutes. HUGHENDEN fenced the 
cemetery, surveyed plots, replaced markers, put up a sign ‘Lakeview 
Cemetery’, and installed a Texas gate. KINSELLA did likewise 
erecting wrought iron gates and sign ‘God’s Acre’, and GRIMSHAW

ordered construction of stone gate posts to be made by a Scottish 
stone mason from native stone. INNISFREE and FAWCETT planted 
trees in their cemeteries and CARROT CREEK replaced markers on 
old graves. 


Institutes in the province contribute over $2,000 annually to 
scholarships and bursaries in their respective communities (the 
amount may easily double as many branches report that they give a 
bursary but neglect to state the amount) and in Centennial Year 
special prizes are being offered. e.g., Every year DEVON gives a 
$100 scholarship to the girl with the highest average in Grade XIl, 
but in 1967, $200 is offered if student achieves honors. FAIRVIEW 
has offered a Centennial Music Scholarship. 


Less fortunate in other lands will benefit from Canada’s birth- 
day celebrations, as WI branches share their blessings. RED DEER 
WI chose donating to ‘Save the Children Fund’ as their Centennial 
project and over $200 were sent in in 1966 with continuing support 
in 1967. Other branches continuing their support of their adopted 
children are ROSEGARLAND, PEACE RIVER, SPRINGVALE, PEN- 
HOLD and EDMONTON. Letters, gifts, and centennial mementos 
will be forwarded so that Canada’s adopted children can also share 
in the celebration. Mrs. W. J. Ockley’s USC Centennial Quilting Bee 
(CALGARY) has found the support of most branches in Alberta and 
many from outside the province as well. 


Two branches, ACADIA and PENHOLD are publishing Centen- 
nial Cook Books. Several branches, among these MARKERVILLE, 
SPRINGVALE, POPLAR RIDGE and BLACKFALDS have made scrap- 
books to send to their links in other countries. RED DEER Constit- 
uency is making a scrapbook on Canada to be placed in the Red 
Deer Museum. 

One of the most important Centennial Projects undertaken by 
WI branches is the writing of histories. Although many branches 
have written community histories since the Tweedsmuir History 
Competition was announced on the National Level, the awareness of 
the value, the need and the urgency to get these historical records 
down on paper, was heightened by the historic event of Canada’s 
birthday. Branches that had not made a start were urged to start a 
‘Scrapbook’, and once this start is made interest grows, co-operation 
of the whole community results. ‘“The Border Country of Coutts”, 
the first community history published as a Centennial Project in 
Canada, began as a Tweedsmuir History of the Sunshine WI of 
Coutts, Alberta. Branches reporting as having written or engaged in 
writing community histories are ACADIA, KINSELLA, BATTERSEA, 
PEACE RIVER, FAIRVIEW, TINDASTOLL, SPRINGVALE, NIGHT- 
INGALE, HOBBEMA, POPLAR RIDGE, MALMO, WANDERING 
RIVER, ANGUS RIDGE, GLADYS and DINTON, CEREAL, LANG- 
DON, WORSLEY, PINE CONE, BANCROFT, GRANDE PRAIRIE and 
GLENDALE. HUGHENDEN reports, ‘’Our big project is writing the 
early history of the surrounding area that had Hughenden as their 
Post Office. Two years ago several committees were organized. 
Questionnaires were sent to persons living in the district and to those 
who had moved away. Old timers were invited to specific homes or 
were visited in their homes to obtain information. Tape recordings 
were made. Many, many hours were spent, putting into this effort 
our very best. The book is ready for the publishers, about 300 
pages. Our undertaking has been greater because we were not 
successful in obtaining a Centennial Grant. We were indeed very 
disappointed, but WE DID NOT GIVE UP!” (It must be noted that 
every bit of the work involved in these histories is voluntary, and 
several have received high commendaticn and awards from Universi- 
ties and Historical Societies in and outside of Canada.) 

Branch histories are reported by COBURN, SPRUCE GROVE, 
OLD CHIEF, DEVON, BLACKFALDS, ARGYLE and KANATA, while 
many more are working on scrapbooks. 





“This model of Fort Edmonton will have a place of honour in the 


New. Provincial Museum,’’ the Women’s Canadian Club was 
promised by Premier Manning when he accepted the model, the 
Centennial project of the Club, at a joint luncheon meeting of the 
Women’s and Men’s Canadian Clubs. ‘The part played by Fort 
Edmonton in the development of the country should be preserved 
for history,’’ he said in congratulating the women on their project. 
Preservation of the original Fort in some way was the first project 
of the club, suggested by its founder and first President, Mrs. Emily 
Murphy, when the Club was organized in 1912. The glass-encased 
model of the Fort and its buildings, created by Paul McCulloch, was 
unveiled by Lieutenant Governor Grant MacEwan. Provincial Secre- 
tary Ambrose Holowach said that it would be the Centre Piece of a 
gallery that would highlight the fur trade in Alberta. 





Provincial Past Presidents of the Alberta Women’s Institutes 
are working to up-date the history of the organization from 1953 to 
the present time. 

Handicrafts hold the interest of many Institute members and 
branches are busy making quilts, wall hangings, etc., some using the 
centennial symbol and the centennial rose designs, others creating 
original designs for this special period of our history, and applying 
them to articles which will become treasured heirlooms in the 
second century. 

The foregoing report by no means presents a complete account 
of all the activities, as many branches so engrossed in their projects 
fail to report them anywhere, while others are just now getting into 
the swing of things. Hospitality centres at highway campsites, as set 
out by the Alberta Agricultural Centennial Committee, will give 
branches an opportunity to provide a rural Alberta welcome to 
travellers in their own localities. RAY LAKE and WARSPITE are 
looking forward to manning their respective campsites and wel- 
coming visitors with refreshments, campfires and sing songs, and 
tourist information. 

Centennial songs are being rehearsed; fashions from 1867 - 
1967 are being carefully laid out or replicas made; pageants and 
floats for parades are being prepared; a birthday cake has been 
ordered; and a convention with a theme: ‘’The Second Century 
Challenge Has a Better Home and Country,’ has been carefully 
planned. All indications point to a BANNER YEAR!

All eyes were on Rocky Mountain House on May 24th as 90 
paddlers from eight provinces and two territories, re-enacting his- 
tory, started out to Montreal’s Expo site. 

Honourable Miss Judy LaMarsh (Secretary of State); His 
Honour J. W. Grant MacEwan, Honourable M. Yves Gabias (Secre- 
tary of State for Quebec); Honourable A. Holowach, Provincial 
Secretary and Chairman of the Alberta Centennial Committee; Mr. 
John Fisher, Centennial Commissioner; Honourable A. J. Hooke, 
Miss Helen Hunley, mayor of Rocky Mountain House, and many 
other government and civic dignitaries were on hand to take part 
in the embarkment ceremonies and the activities. 

It was quite a weekend of celebration, visitors coming by rail, 
road, water and air to take part in the festivities. 
trail riders along with a line of antique cars 
arrived Sunday; more than 100 small aircraft from across Canada 
and the United States were there to take part in the fly-in and air 
race. There was a ‘‘Meet the Paddlers Night’’ in the Town Arena; 
the community was alive with colour, costumes and decorations. 
There were numerous other celebrations including dancing, barbe- 
cues, chariot and pony chuck-wagon races.

A crowd of 5,000 spectators and dignitaries stood with mount- 
ing tension, spirits undampened by pouring rain for the beginning— 
it was not only the beginning, but the culmination of four years of 
preparation by the citizens of Rocky Mountain House and the 
Centennial Officers. Tears came to the eyes of many as they 
realized that history was about to be re-enacted before their eyes, 
with one difference—David Thompson and his cohorts with all their 
adversities did not have to concern themselves with the 1967 added 
excitement of national coverage by over 100 television, radio and 
news media personnel; everything must go off on schedule. 

Bobby Gimby, leading 150 children of Rocky Mountain House 
started the ball rolling with his well known ‘‘Canada’’ song. The 
paddlers formed up on the road ready to make their entrance. 
Ten Indian princesses took their places in front of the platform 
carrying floral wreaths to be presented to each of the teams on 
behalf of Rocky Mountain House. Centennial Commissioner, John 
Fisher, then moderated the pre-race festivities and introduced dis- 
tinguished guests who bid their good wishes to the voyageurs. 

From a distance the sound of pipes as the exciting moment 
arrived. The voyageurs marched proudly onto the field, their banners 
of eight provinces and the two territories held high. Ninety paddlers 
from across Canada and their commodores in colourful voyageur 
outfits caught the breath of each spectator as they took their posi- 
tions beside their canoes. Colonel W. H. VY. Matthews, Chief of the 
Centennial Voyageur Canoe Pageant, was introduced and briefed 
spectators and paddlers of the starting procedure. At the sound of 
a gun six paddlers from each team picked up their 375 pound canoe 
and portaged them one quarter of a mile to the river. As the canoes 
passed in front of the spectators and dignitaries it seemed only 
fitting that in Rocky Mountain House the Alberta team were in the 
lead. The rest of the story is yet to be told. 

Invited guests and dignitaries were then hosted by the Secre- 
tary of State at a barbecue luncheon on the site. Rocky Mountainites 
and dignitaries alike ate Voyageur Stew, David Thompson Brown 
Beans, Walking Eagle Slaw, Pemmican Jerky, Sour Dough and River

Water Coffee; after which presentations and speeches were made 
on a platform made up of three bales of straw. The race had begun. 
In contrast to the historical spectacle they just witnessed, the guests 
now watchéd the dignitaries whisked off in a helicopter to other 
engagements. - 


Alder Flats 


The tiny community of Alder Flats, consisting of 180 people, 
exploded their population to over 2,000 to greet the voyageurs. 
Rains produced a very muddy atmosphere, but it didn’t wash their 
enthusiasm away. People enjoyed pageantry and took the rain and 
mud with good humour. There was pony express-type races, games 
of chance, food booths, races for the children, raffling of a canoe 
and a gigantic beef supper. The paddlers not only competed in the 
water with the splashing of paddles but also on land in a log sawing 
contest. e 


Drayton Valley 


Celebrations started with a capacity crowd in Drayton Valley. 
Crowds lined the banks of the North Saskatchewan to welcome the 
teams. 

Following the river-side demonstrations, a gigantic barbecue 
was served to over 1,000 people. Bobby Gimby leading 200 children 
in his well known ‘‘Canada’’ song started the evening’s entertain- 
ment, introduction of guests, the Chief Voyageurs. An official 
dedication of Drayton Valley’s $250,000 Centennial arena was one 
of the evening’s high-lites.

Highland Pipers, a giant steak barbecue, Indian Ceremonial 
Dancing and a water show displaying paddling and other skills—all 
of these were the ingredients in Devon’s carefully concocted recipe 
for their bang-up celebration for the voyageurs. A pancake breakfast 
was given for the voyageurs before their departure for Edmonton the 
next morning. Again, a hit of the evening was Bobby Gimby, who, 
after summoning the children to him with a blast of his trumpet, 
led them through a spirited rendition of his song a Ganada ae e 


Edmonton 


When the voyageurs arrived in Edmonton they were greeted by 
a wide eyed Royal Princess and her husband. Her Royal Highness 
Princess Alexandra, cousin of the Queen, was visiting Edmonton, 
and with her husband, Honourable Angus Ogilvy and members of 
their party, was a fascinated onlooker as the bearded, soaking wet, 
colourfully costumed paddlers beached their canoes and climbed 
the stairs to the platform. Here the B.C. team was presented with 
10,000 pennies by Mayor George Repka of Grande Prairie—their 
prize for winning the first sprint of the Canoe Pageant from Rocky 
Mountain House to Alder Flats. 

Following a brief ceremony at the Legislative Building the 
paddlers paraded to the Edmonton Centennial Library where they 
witnessed the official opening by the Princess and attended a recep- 
tion immediately following. 

The evening saw them still in fine spirits and apparently as 
fresh as ever as guests of honour at the Voyageurs’ Ball at the 
Macdonald Hotel. 

The richest prize of the entire Pageant was awarded for the 
city of Edmonton sprint, which incidentally was started by a gun 
shot fired by Honourable Angus Ogilvy. A total of $4,200 was 
divided, with $800 to the winners (Manitoba), $700 to Alberta for 
second, place, $600 to third place B.C. and so on down the line. 


Fort Saskatchewan 


Fort Saskatchewan residents upheld the reputation Alberta 
communities have made in the hospitality field, lining both sides of 
the river to greet the voyageurs. The men representing eight 
provinces, the Yukon and North West Herritories were the key 
figures of a 2¥%2 mile parade from the river bank to the town’s 
recreation centre. Next came a first class buffalo banquet, Indian 
dancing and choral group singing. Part of the ceremonies included 
the presentation of special medallions struck by the Sherritt Gordon 
Refinery in Fort Saskatchewan. e 


Smoky Lake 


The next morning they were off again, this time to Smoky 
Lake. A combination of ancient ceremony pageantry and modern 
day living was the program, a joint effort by neighboring com- 
munities. Andrew, Lac La Biche, Warspite, Thorhild, Waskatenau 
and Smoky Lake portrayed dilfferent eras throughout the period 
1867 to 1967. Andrew and Lac La Biche presented Indian dances, 
missionaries, traders and voyageurs were displayed by Smoky Lake. 
Thorhild, Waskateneau, Warspite and Smoky Lake took charge of 
settlers, roaring twenties, war years, hungry thirties and the present 
day. An elaborate Ukrainian style dinner was served to over 1,500 
people. e 
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Even before the snow was gone, Alberta’s ‘‘David Thompson’’ crew 
was on the water, training for the Centennial Voyageur Canoe 
Pageant. They loaded supplies, too—here they try out their muscles 
on cases of canned milk, a sustaining part of their diet on the 
3,500 mile trek to Montreal.

Publicity representing the Alberta Centennial Committee. Conces- 
sion booths, rides, contests, games of chance to provide a diversion 
for the younger crowd. 

A pancake breakfast was held in honor of the voyageurs the 
next morning. e 


Elk Point 


The whole scene was quite colorful and exciting with hundreds 
of cars and people milling about on the arrival of the voyageurs in 
Elk Point. 

Towns that actively participated in the celebrations were St: 
Paul, Grande Centre, Bonnyville, Marwayne, Morinville, Cold Lake, 
Vermilion, Dewberry and Myrnam. 

Gaily decorated wagons drawn by horses took the canoes and 
voyageurs to the centre of Elk Point. An outstanding parade with 
40 or more beautiful floats, bands and riders in all types of costume. 
Evening performances included choirs, old-time fiddlers contests, 
salt packing contests, presentations to the paddlers and a gymkhana 
for riding enthusiasts. Ending the gala day were three dances. ° 


Lea Park 


The paddlers had a brief stop-over at Lea Park where a sprint 
was staged and a lunch served. Loud cheering welcomed the 
voyageurs on their last jaunt in Alberta before reaching the

Lloydminster 


The Post Office Corner in the City of Lloydminster is the 
official division point between the provinces of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan, and it was at this spot that ceremonies took place in 
observance of the first border crossing by the Voyageurs. 

Along with Mayor Gordon Hudson, the platform party included 
the Honourable George Benson, Minister of National Revenue, 
representing the Federal Government, the Honourable Anders O. 
Aalborg, Provincial Treasurer, representing the Provincial Govern- 
ment of Alberta, the Honourable Ambrose Holowach, Provincial 
Secretary and Chairman of the Alberta Centennial Committee, and 
the Honourable J. Wilfred Gardiner, Minister of Public Works for 
Saskatchewan and the Minister responsible for Centennial in that 
province. 

Mr. Holowach handed over to Mr. Gardiner the responsibility 
for the safe-conduct of the canoes and paddlers through his province, 
and the Voyageurs’ License, authorizing the crews to travel across 
the country safely. He also handed to Mr. Gardiner a bale of furs, 
addressed to the Honourable Judy LaMarsh, which was presented to 
her in Rocky Mountain House, but which is being carried by the 
“David Thompson” for delivery to her at Expo ‘67. 

Following the official ceremonies all the paddlers and guests 
were whisked to the Lloydminster Civic Centre for a barbecue where 
they were piped in by Piper Berry Selkirk of the Canoe Pageant. 

During the banquet Mayor Hudson of Lloydminster presented 
the teams with Lloydminster Scrolls. Mr. W. Newbigging, City 
Editor of the Edmonton Journal presented muk-luks to the Manitoba 
team for winning best accumulated time in Alberta. Also at this 
time Mr. Dave Ward of G.W.G. presented garments to the Chief 
Voyageurs for all members of the Canoe Pageant. 

To the delight and surprise of the Honourable Mr. A. Holowach, 
and Mr. P. Howard, Deputy Provincial Secretary, the David Thomp- 
son crew presented each of them with a paddle which had been used 
by the crew in their dash across Alberta. 

Then came a program of entertainment, a local talent show, 
old time dress judging contest and fashion show, ending the evening

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Mecca Glen Monument Pays Honour To Pioneers 


The Mecca Glen Monument to the Pioneers of that district will 
be unveiled in special ceremonies on July 9 in this community just 
east of Ponoka. 


One side of the monument contains an historical map of the 
Mecca Glen School District prior to 1920. This map was prepared 
by Dennis Hayback of Edmonton. On the reverse side of the Monu- 
ment is a mural, drawn by one of the boys of the school, and a 
poem written by a school girl. All three are third-generation 
descendants of Mecca Glen residents. 


The map, drawn on a scale of 2 inches to the mile, shows the 
district as it was prior to 1920, and includes the locations of Indian 
trails, old school sites, stores, post offices, mills, cemeteries, 
churches, community halls, coal mines, saw mills, etc., shown by 
historical symbols. 


In the course of preparing the map, Mr. Hayback travelled 
throughout the district, visiting more than 40 of the “‘old timers,”’ 
sometimes locating sites by such directions as ‘‘behind Charley 
Smith’s barn’’. He researched the original township survey plans, 
old Lands and Forest maps (1894) and sought and received assistance 
from Post Office officials and the Department of Education. The 
work has taken all his spare time for over a year. 

Mecca Glen, which is a School District located twelve and one- 
half miles east of the town of Ponoka on Highway 53, derived its 
name from the first letter of the names of five of the original 
School Districts of the area, combined with ‘’Glen,”’ * 


to signify ‘‘an 
Oasis of Learning’’. 


The original map, which is five feet wide in itself, without the 
legend on the right, will be retained in the Provincial Museum and 
Archives.

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Varied Program of Act: 





By Organizations 


Numerous Centennial projects and activities are being under- 
taken by different organizations in Two Hills and surrounding 
districts. 


(1) By far the most involved activity was the reception to 
Canada’s Centennial Canoe Voyageurs at Duvernay and Two Hills on 
the afternoon of May 30. This is described elsewhere in the Bulletin. 


(2) The Lion’s Club of Two Hills together with the Two Hills 
Town Council are happy to report that the Two Hills Arena is now 
near completion. This centennial project spearheaded by the Lions 
and supported financially by the town will be a real asset to the 
Town of Two Hills. An official opening will be held in the fall of 
1967. 


(3) A second major centennial building project in the town of 
Two Hills is the construction of a $100,000 recreation centre, con- 
struction of which is now underway. 


(4) The Chamber of Commerce reports that in August of our 
centennial year a 2-day baseball tournament of major proportions 
will be sponsored. An attempt is being made to have teams present 
from “‘south of the border’’ (possibly from Washington) and 
other distant points in Alberta and B.C. For the day of the tourna- 
ment a giant parade will be organized. 


(5) The Two Hills High School has been presented with 7 
Centennial Award plaques with 15 annuals on each plaque, one 
plaque for each of 7 grade 12 examination subjects. On each annual 
will be inscribed the name of a grade 12 student from the Two 
Hills High School who will have attained the highest mark annually 
in English 30, Social Studies 30, French 30, Chemistry 30, Physics 
30, Mathematics 30, and Biology 30. 


The plaques are being donated by the following organizations: 


(1) The Two Hills High School Students’ Union (two) 
(2) The Two Hills Elks Lodge (one) 

(3) The Two Hills Ladies of the Royal Purple (one) 

(4) The Two Hills Branch of the Canadian Legion (one) 
(5) The Two Hills Sub-Local of the A.T.A. (one), and 
(6) Two Hills Ukrainian Women’s Association (one) 


(6) The Two Hills Sub-Local of the A.T.A. will also present a 
Centennial Award Plaque to the Elementary School to be presented 
annually to the student with the highest achievement in Grade VI. 


(7) The Two Hills Ukrainian Women’s Association will award 
a $15.00 prize to the male student achieving the highest mark in 
Ukrainian 10 and $15.00 to the female student achieving the highest 
mark in Ukrainian 10 (for 1967 only). 

(8) The Ukrainian Catholic Women’s League will also award 
a prize of $15.00 each to the best girl and boy student in Ukrainian 
10 in 1967. 

(9) Chemcell (1963) Ltd. also plans to institute a scholarship 
plan for the Two Hills area. Details have not been released. 

(10) The beard growing contest sponsored by the Two Hills 
Elks commenced 100 days prior to May 30 and produced some 
really handsome beard growers. Judging took place just prior to 
May 30 and prizes were presented to winners on the night of May 30. 

(11) The Elks Lodge will also sponsor a trip to the Alberta 
Game Farm late this summer for all children interested. After 
centennial year this will become an annual event but will be 
restricted to grade 7 children only. 

(12) The Two Hills Branch of the Royal Canadian Legion will 
install electric lighting at the Legion Cenotaph in Two Hills. Also 
they will sponsor a mammoth Teen-age dance, a more extensive 
Parade on November 11, 1967 and a centennial essay contest.

(13) The Two Hills Lions Club 


will sponsor again but in a 
bigger fashion the Miss Canada Pageant in the fail of 1967. The 
Santa Claus parade in December 1967 will prove to be bigger and 


better also because of the centennial year. The Lions Club also 
hopes to proceed with the building of a tennis court. 


(14) The Two Hills Fire Brigade plans to promote fire fighting 
competition and to improve parking facilities behind the ball park 
and by adding more picnic tables in the area just south of the ball 
park. 

(15) The Two Hills Ukrainian Orthodox Parish is planning an 
open air service followed by a lunch and a concert featuring note- 
worthy speakers. The parish has also pledged its support of an 
interdenominational sunrise service. 

(16) The Ukrainian Women’s Association is toying with the 
possibility of establishing a museum in Two Hills. This should be 
very possible after noting the different antiques which were brought 
in by community residents ror the ‘“Antique’’ Science Fair sponsored 
by the Two Hills Jr. High Students Union. 


(17) The Two Hills High School is planning the construction 
of a fenced hard-surface playing area, 70 - 120 feet in size. The 
area will be used for basketball, volleyball, tennis, badminton, roller 
skating, etc. The cost will be approximately $3000. 


The students in Senior High are also making good progress on 
a 100-page centennial yearbook. 


(18) The Junior High Students are to purchase ‘’steel’’ letters 
for the name TWO HILLS HIGH SCHOOL to be placed at the 
front of the school. The ‘’Antique’’ Science Fair sponsored by the 
Jr. High Students Union as a centennial project proved very success- 
ful. This was a display of antiques dating back to 1850. 

(19) The Two Hills Ukrainian Catholic Parish will proceed with 
the completion of the church interior and construction of church 
domes. They will also make an attempt at beautifying the church 
grounds by planting centennial ornamental trees. 


(20) The Two Hills United Church Women will hold a tea with 
a display of antiques with special tributes being paid to old-timers. 


(21) The First Two Hills Group, Boy Scouts of Canada are 
proposing a Scout Hut. 


(22) The Two Hills Fish and Game Association are planning the 
planting of more fish in Lac Sante and the setting up of a ball park 
at the lake. A wild-life supper is also being planned. 

(23) The Two Hills Dairy Club is preparing a ‘welcome to 
sign. An annual pioneers banquet is also being 
instituted. 

(24) The Two Hills Interior Decorating Club is planning to 
invite members from other parts of the province to visit this area— 
a worthwhile project. 

(25) The Vermilion Light Horse Club pledged participation in 
parades using ox carts, chuckwagons, chariots, etc. They will also 
sponsor a mammoth beau supper. 

(26) The Brosseau 4-H Beef Club will sponsor a centennial 
talent night. 

(27) The Town of Two Hills pledges full support to all activities. 
It will give neglected parks a boost and will promote an extensive 
town clean-up. ‘’Welcome to Two Hills’’ signs are to be erected. 
An increase in town lighting both during the Christmas seasan and 
during the off-Christmas season. Now that streets and avenues are 
numbered, homes will be given numbers. Consideration is seriously 
given to the construction of a swimming pool. 

(28) Other activities too numerous to mention. e 
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
